. price of gasoline, a man who is un­ 
familiar with petroleum production writes: 


* 
“The Lord, who put the oil in the 
earth, charges no more for it than he 
ever did. It comes for nothing out 
of the ground when yotrdig a noIe.,, 


This is tree, if it comes out of the ground 
without help. 
The greatly increased cost 
lies in digging the hole, casing it, caring for 
the oil when it comes out, and transporting 
and handling it on its way to the refinery. 


Petroleum Age in its September issue says: 
“The cost of drilling and equipping a well 
at the present scale of prices for material 
and labor runs from Five Thousand Dol­ 
lars for a shallow sand pumper to Seventy- 
five I housand Dollars for the deep wells. 
A general average covering the entire 
country would run about Twenty Thousand 
Dollars per well. 


One item which is often overlooked is the 
cost of drilling wells which fail to produce 
oil. It is estimated that from 20 to 30 per­ 
cent of all wells put down are dry holes. 


Yet, in spite of all discouragements, which 
included shortage of casing, difficulties of 
transportation, and the increasing expense 
of labor, on July 31st, 1920, there were 
eleven thousand wells drilling or under way 
east of the Rocky Mountains, with com­ 
pletions averaging about three thousand 
wells a month. 
Prob 
ly thirty-six thou­ 
sand wells will be completed during 1920. 


The total expense, including investment in 
drilling tools, lease equipment and labor, 
is roughly estimated at one billion dollars. 


Deducting two hundred fifty million dol­ 
lars (25 percent) for salvage on equipment 
susceptible of further use, the net invest­ 
ment in new production for the year will 
be seven hundred fifty million dollars. 


It is apparent that oil does now come “for 
nothing out of the ground.*’ 


Oil is usually discovered in spots remote 
from rail centers. The cost of pumping and 
transporting it to th<* refinery is a Heavy 
charge. 
At tile refinery charges begin to 
f 
iile up, for refining oil is a true manu- 
acturing process involving application of 
chemistry, the use of specialized machinery, 
and human labor. 


All of these factors add to the cost of a 
product which Nature has given us.

Washington, Nov. 3.—Fewer per 
sons were killed on railroads dur­ 
ing 1919 than in any years since 
1898, and fewer were injured than 
in any year since 1910, said a state­ 
ment issued by the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission. 
During 1919 a total of 6978 per­ 
sons were killed and 149,053 injur­ 
ed, compared 
with 
6859 killed in 
119,507 
injured 
in 1910.

Employes killed 
luring 1919 
numbered 
2138 and

Jefferson City, Nov. 3.—At 
the 
close of business 
Saturday there 
was a balance of $9,545,697.20 in 
the state treasury as against $9,- 
365,207.87 on September 30. 
The treasury received during the 
month of October from all sources 
a total of $1,684,786.11 and the to­ 
tal disbursements for the month 
were $1,504,296.78. 
All school money has been dis­ 
bursed, the balance in the treasury 
has begun to climb. 
The balance 
in the general revenue fund is $3,- 
203,642.36, and it is estimated that 
the fiscal year will close December 
31 with not less than five million 
dollars in that fund, which is the 
“working capital” of the state and 
out of which Is met all expenses in­ 
cident to operating the state gov­ 
ernment. 
It is the first time in the history 
of the state, since 1875 at least, that 
the incoming legislature will have 
such a balance at its disposal in the 
general revenue fund. 
The balance in the state’s good 
roads fund, arising from the licens­ 
ing of automobiles and other vehi­ 
cles, is $3,067,838.63.
